County budget is down a t$1,386,504 


Doing what many budget watch­ 
ers would like to do, the Medina 
County Commissioners Court Mon­ 
day sliced a few expenditure edges 
and approved a 1975 budget that 
called for less money than the 
county is spending this year. 
The budget will total SI,386,504, 
which is some $15,689 less than 
the 1974 budget of $1,402,193. 
But at the same time the budget 
is expected to show a balance as of 
December 31, 1975, of $404,704. 
This year end balance will be 
$23,735 
lees 
than 
the 
balance 


estimated for Dec. 31, 1974. 
To pay for all bills estimated in 
the $981,000 list of expenditures, 
the Court set the same $1.10 par 
$100 valuation that residents Mea 
been enjoying for the past several 
year. The rate is taxed sa a 22 
percent of assessed valuation. 
Assessed county valuation this 
year runs $38,313,840 or approxi- 
mately 
$7,413,840 
higher 
than 
1974. The assessed vahiatioa for 
state purposes is $32,813,840. 
Commissioners estimate that of 
the $404,951 assessed in taxes, only 


90 percent, or $364,456, will be 
collected during 1975. They also 
estimate other revenue such as fees, 
fines, etc., and Revenue Sharing of 
$203,292 will bring the total up to 
equal the adopted budget. 
A breakdown of the tax rate 
reads: 
roads and bridges, 
.04; 
mineral fund, .73; farm to market 
lateral road, .30; and hospital bond 
sinking fund, .03. 
Looking at what the county 
owes, the Commissioners’ budget 
sheet shows that as of January I, 
1974, the total net outstanding 


bond and time warrant debt of the 
county stood at $163,000. Members 
estimated that would 
stand at 
$146,000 on January I, 1975 with 
$113,000 being paid on the principal 
and $5,270 being paid in interest.

Caseloads on court docket 
show increase in County 


AUSTIN - The annual report of 
the Texas Civil Judicial Council, 
released today in Austin, shows 
that the number of cases filed in he 
district court of Medina County 
during 1973 was 14 percent more 
than the number filed in 1972. 
Cases 
filed 
during 
the 
last 
calendar year totaled 226, including 
62 criminal and 144 civil. Added to 
the 399 held over from 1972, this 
gives a total of 625. 
Judge Ross E. Doughty of the 
38th District Court has jurisdiction 
in Medina County. Ile also serves 
Real, Uvalde and Zavala Counties. 
The local district court disposed 
al 173 cases during 1973, 28 torrent 
the cases filed during the year or 


carried over from 1972. At the end 
of the 1973 year, 452 cases were 
pending on the docket, or a net 
increase of 53 cases for the year. 
Forty-five 
civil 
cases 
were 
dismissed for want of prosecution; 
two were default judgment; 80 were 
non-jury 
trials; 
16 
were other 
judgments. 
In the criminal cases 12 were 
dismissed prior to trial; 14 were 
found guilty on plea of guilty; one 
guilty upon plea of not guilty; one 
defendent acquitted on non-jury 
trial. 
At the start of 1973 some 139 
criminal cases were on the docket 
and 82 new cases were tiled for a 
total of 221. Twenty nine disposi­ 


tions were made, leaving 192 on the 
docket at the end of 1973. 
Of the 29 dispositions made, only 
one was a jury trial. In five cases 
attorneys were appointed as coun­ 
sels for a total cost to the county 
Taxpayers of $1200. 


Divorces were plentiful in the 
County in 1973. At the start of the 
year 67 were on the docket and 
during the year 73 new cases were 
filed. 
Seventeen 
changed 
their 
minds and 55 completely severed 
the 
knot. 
Two 
were 
denied. 
Fifty-four cases were pending at the 
end of the year. Tnere were no

Conservation Service plant 
materials center at Knox 
City on Wednesday, Sep­ 
tember 18, 1974. 
Tours 
of 
the 
Center, 
which serves Texas and 
Oklahoma, 
will 
be 
held 
from 8:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
Livestock 
producers, 
seed 
dealers, 
sportsmen, 
and other interested in the 
search for improved plants 
are being invited to attend. 
Paul Kramer, director of 
the Texas Forest Service, 
will speak during the field 
day. 
New' grasses, forbs, le­ 
gumes, shurbs, and other 
plants under evaluation at 
the center will be discussed 
during the day. Some 1,500 
strains of more than 300 
different plants are being 
grown at Knox City. 
Chief goal of SCS plant 
materials work is to find 
new 
strains 
of 
grasses, 
legumes, forbs, or shrubs 
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that 
will 
solve 
specific 
conservation 
problems. 
Since livestock and wildlife 
co-exist on the same land, 
the search extends to those 
which have values for both 
livestock and wildlife. Such 
plants are needed for use in 
range seedings, travel land 
plantings, or other uses.

Strains

promising at Knox City are 
then grown and evaluated 
under field conditions on

wide 
variety of conditions. Selec­ 
tions which prove superior 
to othqf plants available 
commercially are then re­ 
leased by conservation dis­ 
tricts 
to 
seed 
growers. 
These producers then grow' 
seed and sell it to the 
public. 


Grass strains proven and 
put into use by SCS include 
Mason sandhill lovegrass; 
Selection 75 Kleingrass, El 
Reno,
